Readership Survey 
— CHE Journal, Volume 30 


By September 1, 1980, 33 responses 
were received from the Readership 
Survey which was enclosed in the 
Summer 1980 (Vol. 30 No. 3) issue of 
the CHE Journal. As was anticipated, 
this was fewer than last year. The read- 
ers who did respond, however, pro- 
vided the editors with useful informa- 
tion and the encouragement to con- 
tinue striving to provide a publication 
that is interesting as well as helpful to 
our readers. 


Of the 33 responders, 21 indicated 
they read most or all of the CHEJ and 
17 of 33 read most or all of the advertis- 
ing (see Table 1). This compares to 92 
of 140 and 81 of 140 respectively in the 
1979 Survey (CHE Journal Vol. 29 (4), 
219), 


There were 96 articles or items listed 
in response to question #3 which was, 
“List three articles from the 1980 
issues which you considered to be 
especially interesting or useful to 
you”’. The area of interest breakdown 
of responses was as follows:

Of the regular departments men- 
tioned, What’s New and New Publica- 
tions and Visuals were mentioned 14 
out of the 25 times, indicating the con- 
tinued interest of our readers in keep- 
ing up-to-date.
